NOTE: The added limitations "locating and registering multiple subpixels of the visual display sign;" as well as the 
added limitations found in Claim 1 (d), (e), (f) and (g) raise new issues that require further searching. . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states on page 8 the following: 
"Examiner's acknowledgement he would enter and consider the proposed amendment" is not what was agreed upon in the interview. 
Examiner expressly stated that further searching would be needed if the added limitations that raised new issues were inserted in the 
claims. Applicant provides the argument in page 1 1 that Watanabe and Nagai cannot support a Section 103 rejection because one of skill 
in the art would not be motivated to combine the teachings of Watanabe with the teachings of Nagai. Furthermore, Applicant argues that 
Watanabe teaches away from the Combination of Nagai, stating that "Watanabe's process is much too slow to be used in Nagai's system 
for adjusting each pixel of the display." Examiner disagrees with this argument. Examiner also points out that it is Nagai that is used to 
modify Watanabe and not vice-versa. Furhtermore Nagai is used to teach that a system exists that can analyze, determine, adjust and 
calibarate at the pixel level, whereas, Watanabe teaches the same but with display units. Therefore a 103 combination is suitable and 
appropriate. . 
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
